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1. CURRENT DEBATE ON CUBAN COMPLAINT AGAINST CHILE COLCLUDED 
EARLY AFTERNOON SEPT. 18 AFTER LENGTHY MEETING. UK AND FRANCE 
ONLY MEMBERS OF SC NOT TO SPEAK EITHER SEPT. 17 OR 18. US 

SPEECH TRANSMITTED SEPTEL. NON MEMBERS OF SC, ALGERIA, MADAGASCAR 
AND SENEGAL, ALSO HEARD IN SUPPORT OF CUBAN POSITION. CUBA

2. WEARING HIS YUGOSLAV PERMREP HAT, AMB. MOJSOV DELIVERED

AS "BASED ON FACT", ALLEGING YUGOSLAV MISSION IN SANTIAGO 
ALSO HARASSED, AND CHARGING THAT "ACTS OF VIOLENCE" IN CHILE 
CONSTITUTE SERIOUS THREAT TO PEACE AND SECURITY. MOJSOV 
CLAIMED CURRENT DISPUTE "HAD ITS ROOTS PREDOMINANTLY IN FOREIGN

3. INDIAN PERM REP (SEN) SAID THAT BECAUSE OF SHORTAGE OF 
FACTUAL INFO SC SHOULD ADJOURN TO PERMIT CONSULTATIONS AMONG SC 
MEMBERS ABOUT ALL ASPECTS OF CUBAN COMPLAINT, BUT CLAIMED CIR 
CUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE INDICATES CUBAN EMBASSY IN SANTIAGO WAS BESEIGED 



4. IN VERY BRIEF AND MILD STATEMENTS, AUSTRALIAN, AUSTRIAN 

AND INDONESIAN PERM REPS EXPRESSED CONDOLENCES OVER ALLENDE'S 
DEATH AND SAID THEY DID NOT HAVE SUFFICIENT INFORMATION TO PASS 
JUDGMENT ON COMPLAINT. AUSTRALIA ALSO REGRETTED VIOLENT OVER- 
THROW OF CONSITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT IN CHILE, WHILE INDONESIA HOPED

5. OF AFRICAN SC MEMBERS, GUINEA MADE STRONGEST STATEMENT

AND SECURITY." SUDAN EXPRESSED "SUPPORT" FOR CUBAN COMPLAINT 
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AND "REGRET" OVER EVENTS IN CHILE. KENYA, WHILE REFERRING 
TO UN CHARTER S PRINCIPLE OF NON INTERVENTION, EXPRESSED
